The first child-size lung, which 
is still in the laboratory, is on call 
to the Hospital for Sick Children 
for its next case of paralysis in 
poliomyelitis. It has already been 
tested on two normal children—a 
girl of seven and a boy of 12—one 
of whom spent nearly two hours in 
the apparatus last week without 
discomfort.

WHEN in June Italian Jewry degraded itself 

with a voluntary submission to Italian Fas- 
cism’s demand that Jews of. Italy divorce them- 
selves from World Jewry, an astounded Jewish 
world read and heard of the first instance in 
history of Jewish apostasy, Jewish cowardice and 
Jewish renunciation of Jewish people in other 
lands. 

So that news last week of the unprecendented 
messages from the pen of Italian rabbis dar- 
ing the wrath of Mussolini in a declaration that 
Jews of Italy are a part of world Jewry and will 
always remain so, is being received in all quarters 
with relief. 

One point, however, must not be allowed to 
escape. The original declaration was made at a 
conference of Jewish laymen in Florence. The 
statement of last week was made exclusively by 
rabbis. 

That it was the rabbis who showed the cour- 
age to defy Mussolini and not the laymen does 
not mean that Italian Jewry will refuse to follow 
its spiritual leaders and fail to renounce the orig- 
inal declaration. But it does mean this. It means 


that as throughout history the repository of Jew- 


ish courage has always been the rabbi, once again 
this dauntlessness in face of physical danger is 
exemplified in our modern-day leaders. 

If Rabbis of Italy are showing courage, and if 
the lay leaders of Italy are showing cowardice, 
it is a replica of the situation in the United 
States where only last year the lay leaders of 
the Union of American Hebrew Congregations 
sought to secure a hand in the pronouncement 
of the Central Conference of American Rabbis so 
that these declarations might be tempered with 
the ordinary Jews’fear for his “hide”. 

Throughout history there have been numerous 
examples of communities, which because they 
were forcibly cut off from communication from 
Jews of other lands, lapsed into a decadent state 
of religious and economic apathy. The same de- 
cline might have been the fate of Italian Jewry 
had it followed the declaration of its opportunistic 
leaders and definitely cut itself off from World 
Jewry. Fortunately that eventuality is obviated, 
and obviated, it should not be forgotten, by our 
courageous rabbis.

Bernard Semel Declares Three of Four Jew- 
ish Children Get No Jewish Education—In the 
Jewish community of New York, there are’ 300,- 
000 Jewish children who should be attending Jew- 
ish religious schools or receiving private instruc- 
tion, but only 75,000 of them are today attending 
such schools or receiving such instruction. This, 
of course, does not mean that all of the remain- 
ing 225,000 grow up without any Jewish educa- 
tion whatever. The studies indicate that approx- 
imately 75 per cent of Jewish children receive at 
one time or another some Jewish instruction. At 
any given moment, however, we find that only 
25 per cent of the Jewish children of New York 
are receiving Jewish instruction and the remain- 
ing 75 per cent are not. 

For the country at large the same lamentable 
proportion prevails. The number of Jewish child- 
ren of school age in the United States is esti- 
mated to be 800,000 and of this number only some 
200,000 are receiving Jewish instruction. Every 
Jewish community in the country is faced with 
the same serious problem. Every Jewish com- 
munity faces the risk of losing, in the spiritual 
sense, the majority of its children. What loss 
could be more tragic? There are those who as- 
sure us that anti-Semitism, setting up barriers 
which our children will be unable to escape, will 
preserve them as Jews. That is: a consolation 
which no self-respecting people will desire. Such 
“loyalty” to Judaism is not a thing in which we 
can take pride. Not anti-Semitism, but Jewish 
education, should guarantee the Jewish future of 


our children. ;

“twas a liberal education,’ Dr. 
Berger observed. 

Upon graduation from college, 
Dr. Berger began her practice of 
dentistry with Dr. Leon Berger, 
i ther fiance, and a member of her 
graduating class. They were 
/married later that year. “It’s a 
‘grand thing to work with some- 
one close to you,” she stated. 
“My husband and I have a com- 
mon interest. We discuss our 
cases together.”

General Franco had received Ger- 
man aid; that an Altona firm, in a 
memorial tribute to a dead Jewish 
employee inserted according to cus- 
tom in a newspaper, had praised 
his loyal service; and that a “non- 
Jew” in Hamm was playing the 
organ in the synagogue.

A, smiled, “Business is business 
in every country,” he replied. “I 
have never been busier in my life. 
I am actually turning orders away. 
One or two of my competitors have 
taken the trouble to point out to 
my customers that my firm is non- 
Aryan, but it makes no difference. 
I have had the pleasure, such as it 
is, of pointing out the same thing 
when refusing orders from people 
I dislike. I have my -pride, you 
know.” 

“But many Jews have been ruin- 
ed,” I said. 

“My goods happen to be of bet- 
ter quality than my rivals’,” he 
said. 

After a_ silence he =r oa 
“Apart from my business, I have _ 
fio lifé.”"Socisitty, Tam ‘quite isolat- 
ed now. I neither visit nor am vis- 
ited by a single family in Z. My 
wife has been under treatment for 
her nerves these last six months. 
It is hard for a woman to endure 
a continual rain of small insults. 
Have you ever gone into a shop and 
been curtly told, by a fellow 
who hitherto has been polite to the 
point of subservience, that he is 
sold out of articles you have seen 
stacked up in his front window? 

“My daughter, who is 26, has 
only one friend, a girl who was 
specially devoted to her at school. 
She knows no young men at all— 
not one. She has no prospects of 
marriage and children, If she mar- 
ried a Jew, her life would be made 
unbearable. ‘Mixed’ marriages are 
illegal. I would like to send her 
abroad—to England for preference, 
but how can I do that when it is 
forbidden to take money out of the 
country ?” 

I asked him how long he thought 
the persecution would last. 

“I do not think I shall see the 
end of it,” replied A., who is in his, 
fifties. “Anti-Semitism is a recur- 
ring disease in this country.”

As we neared A.’s home he said 
I must forgive him if his hospi- 
tality was not all it should be. “We 
had to dismiss our two excellent 
young maids. No woman under 45 
is now allowed to serve a Jewish 
family. You see the implication.

Yet, nothing daunted, he again 
denounced the “blood libel” when 
the Beilis case arose in Russia in 
1913. 

Protested Russian Pogroms 

Prof. Masaryk also protested 
strongly against pogroms, in Czar- 
ist Russia and spoke at many pro- 
test demonstrations. In one speech 
he asserted that pogroms since 
1905 had caused the loss of 37,000 
lives. 

While Dr. Masaryk, in his life- 


long struggle for justice frequently 
defended Jews, he made it clear he 
was not a philo-Semite, “but all 
my life I have been careful not to 
do any injustice to the Jews and 


that is the reason that many peo- 
ple. accuse me of supporting the 


Jews.’ 


From his high school days in 
Vienna M™aSary¥ UMuiitverach Teves 


among his friends and associates. 
He worked for a Jewish banker 
and became a close friend of Al- 
bert Schlesinger, his son, with 
whom he attended Leipzig Univer- 
sity. He received much assistance 
from Jews in his movement for 
Czech liberation, and this debt he 
acknowledged in his book, “The 
World Revolution,” mentioning par- 
ticularly the services of Louis D.

Dr. Masaryk’s attitude toward 
the Jews was the decisive factor 
in shaping Czechoslovakian policy 
on the question. “I cannot see,” 
he once said, “why in our State, in 
which there are so many national- 
ities living, the Jewish nationality 
should prove any hinderance.” 





“a sore upon our body, and only 
upon our body” which “harms and 
demoralizes us and makes us raw” 
while “materially it does not harm 
the Jews.” He added that “at 
most it may harm them morally 
in the negative sense only insofar 
as it makes them sharpen their 
wits to overcome anti-Semitism so- 
cially and religiously, instead of 
using them positiyely.” 

Masaryk helped to build up a 
system of minorities treaties in 
Europe that was one of the out- 
standing results of post-war diplo- 
macy, and lived to see it begin to 
crumble in Poland and other coun- 
tries. At Versailles he had led the 
fight for the recognition of the 
rights of smaller nations and from 
this it was but a step to fighting 
for the rights of smaller nationali- 
ties without territories. 

On many occasions Prof. Mas- 
aryk declared his support of. the 
Zionist movement, emphasizing in 
particular its moral value as a 
movement for the regeneration of 
the Jewish people. In 1927 he dem- 
onstrated his interest by becoming 
the first head of a European state 
to visit the new Palestine. He 
toured Jewish colonies and discuss- 
ed conditions with Zionist leaders, 
reeciving everywhere the acclaim 
of the IJawich cattlara 

On the occasion of his eightieth 
birthday in 1930, in recognition of 
his friendship for thé Zionist move- 
ment, the Czechoslovakian Zionist 
Federation decided to plant a for- 
est in Palestine in his honor. The 
10,000-tree forest was dedicated a 
few months later on Jewish Na- 
tional Fund land at Sarid. In 1935 
the Czechoslovakian Zionists also 
decided to name a colony in Pal- 
estine for President Masaryk.
